BE A GOOD CITIZEN—COOPERATE 


Smoking and debris burning caused more than 50 percent 
of the forest fires occurring in the state of New Hampshire 
in 1955—235 fires out of a total of 463 originated from 
these two sources. Lighted smoking material thrown from 
moving vehicles along the highway or dropped by fisher- 
men, hunters, hikers, berry and flower pickers accounted 
for 26 percent; debris burning in the wrong place or at 
the wrong time by those who failed to heed all pleas for 
safety or refused to recognize the logical, sensible rules 
and regulations set up under legislative authority gov- 
erning the use of fire in or near woodlands accounted for 
more than 24 percent. This is inexcusable. 


Everything possible is being done officially to remedy 
the situation. Since 1909 there has been a statute on our 
law books which requires everyone to secure written 
permission from the local forest fire warden before start- 
ing a fire in or near woodlands or where fire can be com- 
municated to woddlands, unless the ground is covered 
with snow. A never ending program of educational work 
is being carried on by your local warden and state offic- 
ials to inform the general public both of the value and 
necessity of securing the required permit for such burn- 
ing. Much progress has been made, but there are still 
many who fail or refuse to cooperate. The value of our 
permit system was definitely proven in this district dur- 
ing the 1955 year. District local wardens issued 959 per- 
mits for debris burning fires. That’s a lot of permits. 
The district record shows only 2 permit fires got out 
of control. This proves several things—while wardens 
were liberal in the issuance of fire permits, accomo- 
dating every applicant so far as possible, they were 
cautious, following closely directives outlining overall 
policy governing the issuance of burning permits and 
thoroughly instructing permit users. The latter, too, fully 
appreciating their responsibility in using their permits, gov- 
erned themselves accordingly. Result? Much burning done 
legally and safe. 


But what of smokers? Despite all the efforts of those 
officially charged with the responsibility of preventing fires, 
too many were careless or thoughtless in disposing of 
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smoking material and matches. Why? It is difficult to 
say autos are now equipped with ash trays. Why not use 
them? The crushing out of a cigar, cigarette and the 
complete extinguishment of matches before being dis- 
carded is an easy chore. 


If the costly habits of the careless and indifferent smoker 
and debris burner could be overcome, mote thas half of our 
annual forest fires would be eliminated. Will YOU do 
YOUR share to bring this about? 


REMEMBER 


1. Get a written permit from your local warden before 
starting your debris burning or camp fire. The law re- 
quires it. 


2. Make certain they are dead out before leaving them. 


3. Become a safe smoker by extinguishing smoking 
material and matches before discarding them. 


HAROLD BROWN—FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


The following is a report of the activities carried on 
in the Town of Wentworth, by the N. H. Department of 
Health, Bureau Public Health Nursing for the year 1955. 


In the months of May and October 1955 the children 
from the first and second grades were given the oppor- 
tunity to attend the polio vaccine clinic held at Plymouth. 
Transportation was arranged by the school district. Four 
children took advantage of this program. The Salk Polio 
vaccine clinic was made possible by the National Polio 
Foundation, clinics were conducted by the N. H. Depart- 
ment of Health in cooperation with the School Nurse and 


local March of Dimes Chairman. 


Home visits have also been made in the town by the 
Public Health Nurse on families with pre-school age child- 
ren. Arrangements have been made for some children to 
attend Cripple Children’s Clinics, and follow up visits as 


necessary.

During the remainder of the school year, after the 
period covered by the report preceding this one, achieve- 
ment tests were given to the children with most satis- 
factory results. It was found that the majority of child- 
ren measured up to or above national norms in achieve- 
ment and although some were slightly below this is al- 
ways true in any school system. 


Beginning in September, the staff of your school was 
replaced and Miss Elizabeth Cole is now teaching grades 
one through four and Mr. Stephen Valla grades five 
through eight. Miss Cole is a graduate of Gorham State 
Teachers’ College in Maine with a Bachelors Degree in 
Elementary Education and many years successful teach- 
ing experience in Maine and New Hampshire. It is my 
opinion that the instruction being offered by her to your 
primary pupils is of high caliber and her work has been 
most satisfactory. 


Mr. Valla, a graduate of Keene Teachers’ College, who 
has had some teaching experience in New Hampshire 
communities, is working out quite satisfactorily in his 
position. It is at the time difficult in the fifth to eighth 
grade age range to keep all children busy and inter- 
ested at once. In my visits to the Wentworth School 
my feeling has been that his strongest area is social 
studies where I feel his work is above average. 
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I would also like to report that Mrs. Helen Fisher, 
a former school nurse and district nurse in a neighboring 
town, has assumed the duties as school nurse here. She 
is well qualified, meets the State’s requirements and in 
my opinion is doing an outstanding job. The music sup- 
ervisor position has been filled by Mr. Joseph Malfa, a 
graduate of Boston Conservatory of Music with a Mas- 
ters Degree in Music Education from Boston Univer- 
sity. He has had public school music experience in New 
York State before coming to us. He does very credit- 
able work in the classroom and I feel he is an outstand- 
ing person with instrumental instruction. He gives of 
his time freely and beyond the demands which could be 
logically expected of him for the salary he receives. 


Since my last report we have adopted a new language 
series throughout the school which makes it possible 
to have close articulation between various grades in their 
forward progress and in the years to come should make 
considerable difference in the language preparation of 
your graduates. 


I am happy to see that a great part of the needed re- 
pair and maintenance work on your building was done 
during the summer months. Now, with the exception of 
a few things of a minor nature, the building is in excell- 
ent condition. I am not sure of the condition heneath 
the floors in the old building, but I believe before too 
long a time they should be checked and when this is done 
it may be necessary to install new floors. 


A problem I can forsee at some future date probably 
should be brought to your attention and it is related 
directly to the present and continued shortage of teach- 
ers. As good teachers become increasingly difficult to 
hire, it is going to be continually more difficult to pro- 
vide good instruction in your school at a cost that you 
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can afford. It seems to me that in your thinking it might 
be wise at some future date to consider discussing with 
the town of Rumney the possibility of adding to their 
new six-room building and transporting your children 
there on either a tuition or a cooperative basis. As the 
problem appears to me at this writing, in so doing there 
would be a considerable savings to the school district 
and an opportunity would be presented whereby your 
children would receive a much higher type of instruc- 
tion than we could normally expect them to get under 
the continued present conditions. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank the 
school board and teachers of Wentworth for their 
cooperation during the past year and want you to know 
that I have appreciated and enjoyed working with you.

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EXPLANATION OF SUPERINTENDENT’S 
SALARY 


Section 5, Chapter 243, Laws of 1953 of the State of 
New Hampshire, requires that school district annual 
reports show the total amount paid to the superinten- 
dent as per the following quotation :— 

“REPORTS. Each superintendent of a supervisory 
union shall annually prepare a report showing the total 
salary paid to the superintendent, which report shall 
show in detail the amount derived from the per capita 
tax and the amount paid directly by each school dis- 
trict in the union.” 

One-half of the supervisory union expenses is  pro- 
rated among the several school districts of the union 
on the basis of adjusted valuation. One-half is pro-rated 
on the basis of average daily membership in the schools 
for the previous school year ending June 30th. The 
Superintendent of Supervisory Union No. 48 during 
1954-1955 received a salary of $5825 which was made up 
as follows :— $2500 paid from the per capita tax and 
$3325 pro-rated among the several school districts. Al- 
lowance of $750 for travel within the union was also 
pro-rated as stated above. 

The table below shows the portion of salary and travel 
charged to each school district.
